It is therefore Humbly Propoſed, 
That this Office and Seal ſhould be wholly taken away, and that the Subſidy of Anlnage (or a Duty no 


exceeding it) ſhould be Collected at the Czſtom-Honje with the Reſt of the Kings Cuſtoms payable there. 
And if the Duty hereafter mentioned be added to and Collected at the Cnſtom-Hoyſe, it will being in 

more Money to anſwer the Intereſt of the Crown and Dutcheſs of Richmond who has a Grant from the 

Crown than is now paid by the Farmers, as is thus Demonſtrated, : 


By Accounts taken out of the Cxſiom-Honſe Books, it doth appear that the Subſidy of Poundage paid there 


for the Woollen Manufactures Exported, comes to one Year with another (for 18 Years laſt paſt) aboye [. 
per Annum- a I Cn DS 33000 
By comparing the Azlrage Duty ( as propoſed ) with the Cxſtomm-Hoyſe Duty it doth appear that the 
Duty of Azlzage amounts to about a ſix part of the Cxſtom- Houſe Duty : So that if it had been Collected 
with the Cuſtoms it would have amounted per Annu —_— —— — 5500 
There is now paid tothe Dutcheſs of Richmond and others who have an Intereſt in the Duty per Arrum-- 3138 
There was paid by the preſent Farmers a Fine of gooo /. as they (er forth for a Leaſe of 21 Years, 
(made in 81.) which may be valued at if reduced to a yearly Rent per Anmim -— i ——— — 900

And if theſe Rates as above be Added to and Collected with the preſent Cuſtoms,it will not be a greater Duty upon 
the Woollen Manufattures Exported than is now paid (taking one ſort of Woollew ManufaFure with the other ) The 
difference will onely be, the Duty is now paid in two ſeveral Places, and then it will be paid at one, which will be 
both for the Country's Eaſe and the Crown's Advantage. 

Great Endeavours have been uſed,and Applications made by the preſent Farzrers and their Agents to hinder if poſli- 
ble the Effeting of what is here propoſed,and do by all ways and means induſtriouſly Mifrepreſent the delign thereof, 


and Objed. 
That what is propoſed will not be ſufficient to anſwer the Intereſt of the Crown, and of all other Perſons that have 


a Legal Right and Title to the Profits ariſing by vertue thereof. For, 
Firſt, That in a tine of War the Duty if Colleded at the Cyſtom-Honſe, will come to little, 
Secondly, That in a time of *Peace it will not be ſufficient to anjwer the Farmers for their Intere5?, they making 
above 3oool. per Annum clear of all Rent and Charges. 

As to the firſt Objeftion its anſwered, That by Accounts taken out of the Cyſfom-Houſe Books it doth appear that 
if the Duty propoſed had been Collefted with the Reſt of the Kings Cuſtoms from Dec.2 5. 88.to Dec. 25.89. it would 
have amounted to above 50007. And by Accounts likewiſe taken from Dec.25. 89. to Nov.1. go.it doth appear that 
the Cuſtoms for the Port of Londox are higher than they were for the ſame ſpace of time in the preceding Year. 

As to the ſecond Objettion it is anſwered, That the Methods which the Farmers have taken to raiſe their Profits 
to this height, are ſo well known to all Perſons Converſant with the Dealers in the Woollen Manufacture that *tis 
feared it would be as tedious as unneceſſary to enter into a particular demonſtration, But ſhall onely obſerve, That 
if they have made above 3000 /. per Annum, they have already got well by the Bargain ; So that in caſe no further 


allowance be made they will be no looſers with reference to the Fine by them paid. 
It muſt be confeſſed that what is propoſed will not be ſufficient to ahſwer the Farmers demands, But whether for the 


fake of theſe Farmers (Pretended or Real Profits) the Szbje&s ſhall be ſtill continued under the Oppreſfion, and 
Burden,they have ſo long,and ſo juſtly complained of, is with ſubmiſſion left to the Wiſdom of the Parliament.
